25  sustain life or, if death is imminent, to relieve pain and suffering.

26 (5) "Immediate supervision" means direction on an animal patient's care provided by a veterinarian
27 licensed under this chapter who is within direct eyesight and hearing range of a licensed veterinary technician.
28 (6) "Indirect supervision" means direction on an animal patient's care provided by a veterinarian
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1 licensed under this chapter who is not on the premises but is available to perform the duties of a licensed

2 veterinarian by maintaining direct communication with a licensed veterinary technician and who is in

3 compliance with 37-18-309.

4 (7 "Stray animal" means any domestic cat or dog that is lost, abandoned, unclaimed by a person,

5  orwandering at large without readily identifiable ownership."
